As aftershocks rocked Christchurch, New 
Zealand, yesterday, family members in Al¬ 
berta braced themselves for word of loved 
ones’ safety in the wake of a deadly 6.3- 
magnitude quake. 

“There are bodies littering the streets, 
they are trapped in cars, crushed under 
rubble,” said Christchurch Supt. Russell 
Gibson. 

Sharon, who did not want to give her 
surname, told Metro she feared for her 
family in Christchurch. Though she spoke 
to her mother after the earthquake, 
efforts to reach relatives — a brother, 
cousins, uncles, aunts and parents — 
failed yesterday. “I am hoping it’s just that 
the phone lines are down,” she said. 

Brian Anderson was born in northern 
New Zealand and most of his family is still 
there. When the quake hit his thoughts 
were of his cousin, Abi Borrows, in 
Christchurch, but he was relieved to learn 
yesterday from his Sicamous, B.C., home 
she was safe and she hoped to help with 
the city’s massive cleanup. 

Betty Deeks of Lac Ste. Anne northwest 
of Edmonton was at the Christchurch air¬ 
port awaiting a return flight with her hus¬ 
band, Jim, when they were evacuated. 


Searching for survivors 


► Prime Minister John Key said yesterday 
morning the death count from the quake 
was 75. Two hundred skilled workers 
searched at least a dozen buildings in the 
metro area for survivors.

said early yesterday it had received no 
reports of any Canadians killed or injured 
in the 6.3-magnitude quake. 

They had spent the last evening of 
their three-week visit downtown, includ¬ 
ing inside a heavily damaged cathedral. 

“We were just in all those buildings,” 
Deeks said yesterday from her family’s 
home in Timaru, two hours from 
Christchurch. 

The Deeks rebooked their flight for to¬ 
day. “As my sister-in-law said, I have my 
red shoes on,” said Deeks. “I should click 
them three times. 1 want to go home.”

Alberta eyes Asia 
as economy shifts 


O Economy discussed in throne speech 
O NDP Leader Brian Mason labels 
speech a list of broken promises 


The Alberta government 
says if the province is to 
flourish in a quicksilver 
global economy, it must 
look past Uncle Sam and 
feed the Asian tiger. 

In the speech from the 
throne read in the legisla¬ 
ture yesterday, Lt.-Gov. 
Don Ethell announced 
that Alberta will ramp up 
plans to expand its mar¬ 
kets for food, oil and tech¬ 
nology in Asia. 

“Over the next two 
decades hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of people in the 
emerging markets of Chi¬ 
na and India will rise out 
of poverty and demand a 
quality of life that comes 
closer to what we enjoy 
here in Canada,” Ethell 
said. 

“A major opportunity 
exists to expand trade and 
investment with Asia.” 

To that end. Premier Ed 
Stelmach’s government

plans to introduce as its 
flagship piece of legisla¬ 
tion the Asia Council Ad¬ 
visory Act. 

When passed and pro¬ 
claimed, it will create a 
council to suggest ways to 
expand business, educa¬ 
tion and cultural relation¬ 
ships between Alberta 
and countries such as 
Japan, China, South Korea 
and India. 

Ethell said the United 
States currently buys 85 
per cent of Alberta’s ex¬ 
ports, but noted there’s a 
risk of becoming too de¬ 
pendent.

An adventurous quartet of 
yachters from Galifornia 
and Washington state 
were living their dreams, 
friends say, retiring and 
sailing around the world, 
until they were shot and 
killed by Somali pirates 
yesterday.

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No price 
shocks 
expected 
at pumps 

Canadian gasoline prices 
will stay high but stable 
amid political unrest in 
the oil-rich Middle East, 
analysts say. 

The national average 
for a litre of regular gas 
in Canada yesterday was 
$1.13, price-monitoring 
website Gasbuddy.com 
reports. That’s up about 
14 per cent from the 
same time last year but 
little changed from a 
month ago, when politi¬ 
cal tension heightened 
in the Arab world. 


Gas prices here have 
stayed relatively stable 
even as oil prices have 
soared to $94.80 US per 
barrel yesterday. 

The North American 
supply of crude oil is 
high right now, keeping 
prices lower than in oth¬ 
er parts of the world, 
said Chris Feltin, oil and 
gas equities analyst of 
Macquarie Research in 
Calgaiy. 

“Canada is not reliant 
on international produc¬ 
ers to supply us with 
gasoline. The gas that we 
consume here in Canada 
is from crude that we 
produce within our own 
borders,” Feltin said. 

“Oil inventories 
remain healthy and we 
shouldn’t expect to see a 
major price shock in the 
near term,” he said.

Leading scientists are 
warning that a massive so¬ 
lar storm could trigger a 
$2-trillion “global Katrina” 
that short-circuits power 
grids worldwide. 

“Power grids, air traffic 
control systems and intel¬ 
ligent transport systems 
need to be looked at,” 
Stephan Lechner, director 
of the European Commis¬ 
sion Institute for 
Protection and Security of 
the Citizen, told a 
weekend meeting. 

“This is not a matter of 
if, it is simply a matter of 
when and how big,” said 
Jane Lubchenco, head of 
the U.S. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis¬ 
tration. 

“There will be space 


weather storms that are 
more frequent and more 
powerful,” NOAA space 
scientist Joseph Kunches 
told the Toronto Star yes¬ 
terday. “We’re entering a 
new solar season.” 

Just what will be hit 
and how is part of what 
scientists are debating. 

Powerful solar flares ig¬ 
nite a geomagnetic storm 
that can shoot direct cur¬ 


rents into the power grid, 
Kunches explained. The 
domino effect could crip¬ 
ple transformers and spe¬ 
cial equipment that could 
take months or years to re¬ 
place, he said. 

Power grids operate 
with expensive “not off- 
the-shelf” machineiy. 
Hence, the $2-trilhon price 
tag.

South Padre Island is fa¬ 
mous as a spring break des¬ 
tination, with concerts, 
bikini contests and plenty 
of partying by the college 
kids who flock here by the 
tens of thousands through¬ 
out March. But South Padre 
isn’t just beaches, bars and 
dance parties. It’s also 
home to a major water- 
sports scene, with year- 
round surfing, 

kiteboarding, windsurfing 
and other activities. 

South Padre sits on the 
south end of the 55-kilome¬ 
tre-long Padre Island, which 
is the longest barrier island 
in the world. On the ocean 
side of the narrow strip the 
island is bordered by the 
Gulf of Mexico, while three 
blocks to the west, the bay 
side sits on Laguna Madre 
Bay. South Padre Island has 
a small year-round popula¬ 
tion, about 5,000, but 
spring break and summer 
vacations bring a million 
tourists a year. March is the 
busiest month after the 
summer months, with mas¬ 
sive events like the Coca 
Cola Spring Break party at 
the Isla Grand Beach Resort 


attracting crowds of 12,000 
to 18,000 college students 
daily for much of March. 

But even spring-breakers 
will find plenty to do here 
aside from partying and ly¬ 
ing on the beach: deep-sea 
fishing, pai'asailing, golfing, 
horseback riding, banana 
boat rides. For natme- 
lovers, there are more than 
300 species of birds, a turtle 
rescue centre that offers 
tours and boat rides to see 
dolphins. 

A steady airstream in 
spring and fall make Lagu¬ 
na Madre Bay a popular 


place for activities that rely 
on wind, like kiteboarding 
and windsurfing. Except for 
a narrow shipping channel, 
the water is just one to 1.2 
metres deep from the is¬ 
land most of the way across 
to Port Isabel on the main¬ 
land several kilometres 
away. The shallow, calm 
water on the bay side 
makes it easy for water- 
sport beginners to right 
themselves. Waves provide 
more of a challenge on the 
Gulf side for surfers and 
boarders with more experi¬ 
ence. In March, water tem¬ 


peratures range from 16 to 
20 C. with air temperatures 
from 21 to 30 C. Full wet¬ 
suits aren’t usually needed, 
though some spring break¬ 
ers may pair a wetsuit shirt 
with bikini bottoms or 
shorts. 

Dave Nowak, co-owner 
of Island Native and an avid 
surfer, has been in South 
Padre since 1980. He says 
he’s lived in many other 
places, including Califor¬ 
nia. but prefers the friend¬ 
ly, laid back surf 
community here. 

The surf is plenty intimi¬ 
dating, but surfers in the 
water, ranging in age from 
14 to 60, laugh and joke 
around, while shouting fiee 
pointers to newcomers. 

If surfing isn’t your thing 
try kiteboarding. It’s a 
mash-up of windsurfing, 
snowboarding and hang¬ 
gliding, with your feet 
strapped to a board, and 
your torso harnessed to a gi¬ 
ant kite as you hang onto a 
trapeze-like bar attached to 
the kite. For safety reasons, 
the beach is split between 
kiteboarders and wind¬ 
surfers.

Cook 
chicken for about 8 min¬ 
utes or until cooked and 
no longer pink. Let rest 
for 10 minutes; slice 
thinly.

B ln bowl, combine both 
flours, baking powder, 
baking soda, cinnamon 
and salt with a spoon. 
Add dry ingredients to 
the wet ones gradual¬ 
ly; stir until dry ingredi¬ 
ents are moist.

The look, feel and font of 
the day’s standard resume 
has changed as frequently 
as the screens we peruse 
them on, and yet “people 
are still making the same 
resume mistakes they’ve 
always been making,” be¬ 
moans Blue Skies Resume 
President Louise Fletcher. 

“The number one prob¬ 
lem people have,” she ex¬ 
plains, “is what they 
think their resume is. 
They approach it as a 
place to list every compa¬ 
ny they’ve worked at, 
when actually they should 
think of it as an advertise¬ 
ment or a promotional 
piece.” 

“Not being concise 
enough is a huge prob¬ 
lem,” concurs certified re¬ 
sume writer Laura 
Smith-Proulx. 

And not just because 
you could over-share your 
way out of an interview. 

“If you have every job 
you’ve had on there since 
1979,” she warns, “you’re 
opening yourself up to 
age bias.” 

In the new millennium 
of buzzing smart phones 
and insta-resume scan¬ 
ners, there’s only one 
form of discrimination 
worse than age bias - pdf 
bias. 

“Never send a Word or 
pdf copy unless it’s specif¬ 
ically requested,” cautions 
Margaret Riley Dikel, au¬ 


thor of the Guide to Inter¬ 
net Job Searching. 

Assume, she counters, 
that the bigwig making 
the company hires is 
breezing through the 
company inbox on a 
BlackBerry. 

“Take your Word doc 
and convert it into the 
body of your e-mail,” she 
advises. 

Show Your Math 
Unless you’re angling for 
a stint as a professional 
cliche writer, don’t bother 
thesaurus-digging for syn¬ 
onyms for “self-motivat¬ 
ed,” or 

“forward-thinking.” 

When it comes to 
speed-reading resumes, 
Proulx notes, the powers- 
that-hire want to see 
math, not language arts. 

“Use metrics to back up 
what you’ve done,” she 
says. “If you worked on a 
great project, tell me 
what you did.” 

“Most people,” Laura 
Smith-Proulx adds, “just 
don’t back up and see 
what they can really do 
for an employer.”

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From rat race to slow trot 

O Modern wanderer redefines the concept of home O Relishes in the rigours and risks of the 19th century 


Bridles jingle and heavy 
hooves tap a metronomic 
clip-clop as the ungainly 
wagon claims yet another 


kilometre. 

It glides past a row of 
Main Street houses, past 
road signs touting this busi¬ 


ness, that fraternal group, 
the local team who were 
champions. Vehicles, horse¬ 
less ones, slow to take in 


the outlandish muscles of 
the four giant draft horses. 

Bob Skelding, holding 
the draft team’s reins, has 
rolled through thousands 
of these towns. 

From the start he has 
said he didn’t care exactly 
where he went from day to 
day, did not have an end 
point, or any special point 
at all. 

The trip began, in a 
sense, in his boyhood in 
Michigan, where his grand¬ 
father had a farm and be¬ 
came famous for raising 
and selling draft horses. 

In time. Bob would be¬ 
come part of the communi¬ 
ty that raises and uses 
them. He’d marry, get a job, 
raise kids, live life. Horses 
were always part of that. 
When other children trick- 
or-treated on foot, his went 
house-to-house by horse- 
drawn wagon, his daugh¬ 
ter, Lisa Skelding, says. 

And by the time those 
kids were almost through 
college, an idea that had 
been in Skelding’s mind for 


a while nudged forward 
and wouldn’t go away. He 
was approaching 50. His 
second marriage was break¬ 
ing down; the divorce be¬ 
came the final push. 

“You come out of a di¬ 
vorce grasping for some¬ 
thing. ... It forced me into 
this do-over position. 

“He just all of a sudden 
told me, ‘Hey, I’m going to 
take this trip,”’ his daugh¬ 
ter says. 

It would be a trip by 
horse and wagon, at five 
kilometres an hour. He’d 
later say it was to “rebuild 
my life.” 

Deerfield, N.H., where 
Skelding was living when 
his plan dawned, is a 
charming colonial village. 
His white house, circa 
1760, with its adjacent 
white bam, became his 
centre of operations - al¬ 
though selling the house 
and parting with most of 
his belongings was part of 
his preparation. 

By hand, using a wagon 
bed and pljAvood, he built a 


rolling house, about 2 1/2- 
by-five metres. It had a bed, 
tiny kitchen, commode and 
shower, and storage for 
himself and his horses. He 
attached a solar panel to 
the front for power. 

It was August 2008 when 
he set out. Heading west, 
first into Vermont and then 
New York State, he fol¬ 
lowed back roads whenever 
possible, picking up skill 
and confidence as a team¬ 
ster. 

From the start he knew 
he wanted to produce an 
online journal and had 
equipped his rig with a 
computer; a wireless con¬ 
nection was one of his few 
fixed costs. (That, plus food 
for himself and the horses 
and incidentals, ran to 
about $1,000 a month.) 

By New Year’s, he had 
travelled more than 1,900 
kilometres. 

“When you elect to do 
your life over,” says Skeld¬ 
ing, “it’s fully, partially, or 
not at all.”

D o contracts really 
matter or are 
they irrelevant? 
In the often con¬ 
fusing world of workplace 
law, why are some agree¬ 
ments upheld, when 
many others are simply 
overlooked? 

The answer depends on 
the purpose that the con¬ 
tract is meant to serve. 

Independent contractor 
agreements: It usually will 
not matter that workers 
have signed agreements 
confirming that they are 
not employees. 

When this characteriza¬ 
tion is challenged, some¬ 
times years later, courts 
and tribunals are apt to 
find the workers were tru¬ 
ly employees. No surprise 
there. The real test is not 
what a contract says but 


how the parties behave. 

Post-emplojmient re¬ 
strictions: Many contracts 
contain broad restrictions 
preventing workers from 
competing with their for¬ 
mer employers or solicit¬ 
ing their old clients 
following their departure. 
Courts easily strike many 
of these “agreements” 
down. This is because em¬ 
ployers often take a 
kitchen sink approach to 
drafting emplo 5 nnent con¬ 
tracts. They bargain for ex¬ 
cessive protection, no 
matter how junior or ad¬ 
ministrative the employ¬ 
ee. However, in seeking 
such protection, they 
sometimes get none at all. 

Policy manuals: In one 
recent case, the employer 
argued that since the em¬ 
ployee had not reported 


harassment as she was re¬ 
quired to under the compa¬ 
ny’s policy manual, the 
company could not take 
any steps to address it. 

As a result, it argued, it 
was the employee who had 
breached the employment 
relationship, not the harass- 
er. The court easily dis¬ 
missed this notion. 

Although terms in a poli¬ 
cy manual can sometimes 
operate as conditions of an 
employee's job, those terms 
must be reasonable or they 
will not be upheld. Termi¬ 
nation clauses: Similarly, 
contractual language sur¬ 
rounding termination is of¬ 
ten challenged. 

This is because even 
without a contract, there is 
an implied right to reason¬ 
able treatment upon termi¬ 
nation. Why would anyone 
agree to an 5 fthing less? 

Seldom do employees 
negotiate contracts on the 
same footing as their em¬ 
ployer. Therefore, courts 
have developed a number 
of tests. If the contract is 
ambiguous, fails to respect 
statutoiy standards or is ex¬ 
ecuted under duress, it will 
be set aside.

Pierre-Marc Bouchard high¬ 
lighted a three-goal, third- 
period outburst for the 
Minnesota Wild in a 4-1 
victoiy over the Edmonton 
Oilers last night. 

Martin Havlat, Kyle 
Brodziak and Jared Spur¬ 
geon also scored for Min¬ 
nesota, which has beaten 
Edmonton 15 straight 
times at home. That ties 
the Nashville Predators’ 
home dominance of the 
Columbus Blue Jackets for 
the longest current streak 
in the NHL, according to 
the Elias Sports Bureau. 

Niklas Backstrom 

stopped 20 shots to im¬ 
prove his home record 
against Edmonton to 14-0, 
the longest current home 
streak by a goalie against 
one team. He is 17-2-1 over¬ 
all against the Oilers. 

Kurtis Foster scored for 
Edmonton, which lost for 
the first time in four 
games. 


After the Oilers failed to 
score during 91 seconds of 
a 5-on-3 power play mid¬ 
way through the third peri¬ 
od, Bouchard took a pass 
from Cal Clutterbuck and 
went in alone on Nikolai 
Khabibulin. Bouchard 
faked to the forehand, 
stopped just before the 
crease, spun 180 degrees 
back to the right, and 
tucked a backhand into the 
open net. 

The Wild have 
outscored the Oilers 55-19 
during their home-win¬ 
ning streak, including 22-4 
in the third period and 
overtime. Edmonton has 
scored more than two 
goals against Minnesota 
just once. 

Brodziak scored the win¬ 
ning goal 1:28 into the 
third period, taking a pass 
from Nick Schultz as he cut 
across the crease and lift¬ 
ing a backhand over 
Khabibulin into the top 
corner.

Of all the sagas in Oilerdom, the 
Sheldon Souray affair is one of 
the cruddiest. 

F or an Alberta boy to become 
disillusioned so quickly with 
the team and then play 
himself out of trade 
contention pretty much repre¬ 
sented the worst-case 

scenario. 

Had Souray been more affable, he 
could have helped the organization’s 
prospects in Oklahoma City. Several 
NHL-calibre defencemen with laborious 
contracts are currently in the American 
League, but those players (Jeff Finger 
and Mike Commodore among them) 
have taken the demotion as an opportu¬ 
nity to at least help out the kids and 
make the best of it. 

With Souray in Hershey, the Oilers 
get no benefit. So what’s the solution? 
The veteran cleared waivers this week, 
meaning no NHL team wanted to jump 
at taking him off Edmonton’s hands. 
The Oilers could always buy the remain¬ 
der of his contract out, but then they’d 


be using up cap space and frankly, 
doing Souray a favour. 

Right now, the big blue-liner with 
the cannon shot is a toxic asset. The on¬ 
ly way to move him to another team 
would be to construct a deal so one¬ 
sided that essentially Oilers CM Steve 
Tambellini would be saying, “What can 
I give you to take Sheldon Souray?” And 
for a team stockpiling talent, that’s not 
really the way to go about business. 

If there’s one saving grace for the Oil¬ 
ers, it’s that money is much less of an 
object with Daryl Katz in the owner’s 
chair. Edmonton can indeed just wait 
out the remainder of Souray’s contract 
and keep him buried in the minors. The 
unfortunate part is watching many oth¬ 
er teams in the league offloading trade 
chips and reaping the rewards. While 
Souray can no longer be considered as 
valuable as Tomas Kaberle or even Eric 
Brewer, even getting a late draft pick in 
return for him would be nice. But 
things went too sour too fast and 
Souray’s fighting-related injuries com¬ 
plicated matters even further. 

Sadly, waiting it out is the best 
course of action for Edmonton.

► Chrysler has discovered that the details really do matter and has concentrated on 
sculpting rather than renovating. This 300 C (V8) is particularly elegant in black. 


The slope of the 2011 Chrysler 300’s 
windshield has been tilted back by 7.5 
centimetres at the top, and the thickness 
of the door pillars has been reduced. 

These changes, Chiysler claims, have 
increased outward visibility by 15 per 
cent. Other tweaks for 2011 include an in¬ 
tegrated rear-deck spoiler, twin oval¬ 
shaped exhaust tips and a set of 
fast-acting and veiy bright light-emitting 
diode (LED) taillights. 


While the outside of the 300 retains 
the same basic shape as last year’s model, 
the car has been treated to a new front 
end, including projector-style headlights 
and a simplified grille that actually 
appears less distinctive.

The Regal has long been the 
“sporty” model in Buick’s 
lineup — and a last-genera¬ 
tion model actually put 
down some pretty re¬ 
spectable numbers in the 
affordable sporty-sedan 
marketplace during its 
lifespan. 

Available from 1997 to 
2004, the last-gen Regal 
(now replaced by the new- 
for-2011 Regal), got a stan¬ 
dard 3.8-litre V6 or a 
supercharged variant there¬ 
of, generating 200 or 240 
horsepower. 

The GM ‘3800’ V6 is a 
simple, relatively efficient 
and relatively bulletproof 
engine — meaning it can 
be expected to perform 
without issue for years. All 
Regal models got a four- 


speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion and drove the front 
wheels. 

For an affordable car, the 
last-gen Regal delivered 
plenty of sauce. 

Shoppers should note 
that the Regal “GS” got the 
supercharged engine, 
which will provide grin-in¬ 
ducing acceleration and 
make quick work of most 
Gamiys and Accords at stop 
lights — though the up-lev- 
el engine will consume 
more fuel and cost more to 
insure. The Regal LS with 
the standard engine is a 
more modest choice for 
some. 

This five-seat sedan 
boasted features like auto¬ 
matic climate control, heat¬ 
ed power seats, a sunroof, 
power accessories and an 
available “Monsoon” premi¬ 
um audio system.

Some cheap interior trim¬ 
ming and premature wear 
of some of Regal’s interior 
surfaces are common 
gripes. Some owners wish 
for ‘tighter’ handling to 
match the engine perform¬ 
ance, too. 

Common Issues: 
Though robust, the GM 
3800 engine line was 
known for a short list of is¬ 
sues — including coolant 
leak in the intake system 
and bad manifold gaskets. 

A GM-trained mechanic 
should be comfortable 
checking for these issues. 


Wiring and sensor relat¬ 
ed issues may also cause 
driveability issues evi¬ 
denced by sporadic power 
deliveiy, a rough idle or im- 
even acceleration. 

Note that the majority of 
these issues are typically 
sensor related and not me¬ 
chanical in nature. 

Have the machine you’re 
considering ‘scanned’ for 
any check-engine lights or 
trouble codes, which could 
indicate a problem. 

If visiting a mechanic’s 
shop ahead of your pur¬ 
chase, request an inspec¬ 
tion for coolant, oil or 
transmission fluid leaks be¬ 
neath the car, too. 

The Verdict 

A healthy and well-main¬ 
tained used Regal should 
prove an affordable, com¬ 
fortable, sporty and easy-to- 
maintain sedan. 

The available super¬ 
charged engine in the Regal 
GS will also help connect 
with modern-day muscle- 
sedan enthusiasts, too.

Marchionne is well 
known for his prodigious 
work load, often logging 
14-to-l8-hour days, seven 
days a week. 

Gommenting on this 
output, Gilles once 
remarked, “Sergio invented 
an eighth working day.” 

Others have noted that 
Marchionne seems only to 
sleep when he is jetting be¬ 
tween Detroit and his “oth¬ 
er” job in Italy, which is 
overseeing Fiat, and its 
illustrious stable of 
marques (Ferrari, Maserati, 
Alfa Romeo, Lancia, etc.).
